F. No. 2006/E(GR)I/18/2.—The addendum to the 
Rules for Engineering Services Examination, 2007 
conducted by Union Public S^ice Commission published 
in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary) dated 20th January, 
2007. The following additions may be read under Appen¬ 
dix I, below Para I as a Special Note:— 

Note-I: 'There wiU be penalty (Negative Marking) 
for wrong answers marked by a candidate in the objective 
type question papers. 

(i) There are four alternatives for the answers 
to every question. For each question for 
which a wrong answer has been given by 
the candidate, one-third (0.33) of the marks 
assigned to that question will be deducted 
as penalty. 

(ii) If a candidate gives more than one answer, 
it will be treated as a wrong answer even if 
one of die given answers happen to be cor¬ 
rect and there will be same penalty as above 
for that question. 

(iii) If a question is left blank i.e. no answer is 
given by the candidate, fliere will be no 
penalty for that question. 
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
